It stops when 
you slop moving your hand, ‘The 
thread is invisible from two or 
three feet. 

To finish, you can either turn the 
stick upside-down and let the ring 
drop into your hand, or you can 
make the ring jump: right off the 
stick, while you catch it in your 
free "hand. 

This trick is really spooky, 
especially if you tell a story about 
Chon Mein, a Chinese miser who 
died, and whose soul now lives in 
his dearest possession—his money !
